WILLIAM CLAY FORD 
President 


The Detroit Lions have a young, energetic and enthusiastic 
owner whose sole goal is to bring another championship to this 
city. 


William Clay Ford, 41, acquired the local 
franchise on January 10, 1964, for $6,000,000. 
That is 120,000 times as much as the first 
pro football franchise cost here back in 1925. 

But Bill Ford wouldn’t sell it now for twice 
that much, In fact, he is so determined to 
develop a new dynasty of title-winning teams 
that he wouldn’t sell the Lions for any price. 

As a single owner, Ford takes the company 
back to its original days when G. A. Richards 
purchased the franchise in 1934 and trans- 
ferred the team from Portsmouth, O. to De- 
troit. In 1940, Richards sold his franchise to 
Fred Mandel of Chicago and he maintained 
single control until he sold out to a group of 
stockholders who formed the Detroit Football 
Co. in 1948. This stockholder group held 
control until Ford purchased the entire assets of the company 
in 1964, 

In addition to his duties as President and Owner of the Lions, 
Ford continues his duties with the Ford Motor Co. in product 
planning and styling, being responsible for the coordination and 
review of all the company’s forward product programs. 

Ford, 41, became president of the Lions in January, 1961, after 
the resignation of Edwin J. Anderson, who still serves as Vice 
President and General Manager. 

Ford had been a director of the Detroit Football Company since 
1956. He is the grandson of the late Henry Ford, founder of the 
aoe aoe Co., and the youngest of four children of the late Edsel 

. Ford. 

A graduate of Yale University in 1949, Ford has held positions 
in sales and advertising and in industrial relations, and was gen- 
eral manager of the Continental Division before assuming his 
present duties at the company staff level in 1956. He has been 
a member of the Ford Motor Co. board of directors since 1948. 

An avid sports enthusiast, Ford played varsity tennis and soccer 
at Yale and is a member of the Country Club of Detroit. 

In addition to his duties with the Ford Motor Co., since 1951, 
Mr. Ford has been president of the Edison Institute, which operates 
the Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village in Dearborn, Mich. 
He is secretary-treasurer of the Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit, 
president of the Edsel B. Ford Institute for Medical Research, and 
a trustee of the Michigan Heart Association. He has been national 
campaign chairman of the United Cerebral Palsy Association four 
times and is a director of the United Foundation, having served as 
1953 chairman of its major industry unit. 

Ford is married to the former Martha Firestone of Akron, Ohio, 
and they have three daughters, Martha, Sheila, Elizabeth, and one 
son, William Clay, Jr. The Fords live in Grosse Pointe Farms, 
Michigan. He was born March 14, 1925. 


EDWIN J. ANDERSON 
Vice President and General Manager 


The complex and detailed job of running the club on a day-to-day 
basis for 12 months a year is the property of Edwin J, Anderson, 
vice president and general manager. 


Andy is used to it. He has been an integral 
part of the organization since 1948 and cur- 
rently is in his 19th season as a club 
executive; his ninth season as_ general 
manager. 


Anderson was part of the original group of 
Detroit leaders who purchased the franchise in 
1948 from Fred Mandel. He was elected presi- 
dent of the company in 1949 and held the post 
until January, 1961, when he resigned the dual role of president 
and general manager to concentrate on the GM’s duties. Following 
his resignation, William Clay Ford was elected to the post. 


Anderson developed his interest in athletics at Rockford, Mlinois, 
high school and continued his football at Beloit College when the 
little Wisconsin school was playing a tough schedule which included 
such powers as Notre Dame, coached by Knute Rockne. 


After college, Anderson entered the advertising field and later 
held executive positions at Marshall Field in Chicago and with the 
Hiram Walker Co. before he joined the Goebel Brewing Co. as 
vice president in charge of sales. He was named president of the 
brewery in 1941 and held the position until June of 1958 when he 
resigned to devote full time to the Lions as president and general 
manager, 


Anderson has an enviable record of civic accomplishment, includ- 
ing the general chairmanship of the 1945 Community Fund, the 
presidency of the Children’s Hospital of Detroit for three years, 
and the presidency of the Birmingham Community Center for two 
years, He still is a member of the board of the Lumberman’s 
Mutual Casualty Company and the American Motorist Insurance 
Company. 


Anderson lives in Bloomfield Hills, Mich., with his wife, Sunny. 
They have two daughters, Susan Jane Stenglein of Saginaw, Mich., 
and Marynell Williams of Birmingham, Mich., and four grandchil- 
dren. Anderson was born August 3, 1902.

HARRY GILMER 
Head Coach 


Dedicated to the proposition that football can be fun if you 
work at it hard enough... 

That is the theory of Harry Gilmer who turned 40 and into his 
second season as head coach of the Detroit Lions this year. 

Football is not merely a means to an end for the strong-chinned 
Alabaman. It is his life and has been his No. 1 endeavor every 
year since his grade school days down home in Birmingham. He 
was a high school star, a College All-American, a nine-year NFL 
quarterback and a highly-rated assistant coach at Pittsburgh 
(1957-60) and Minnesota (1961-64) before moving into the top 
job with the Lions in 1965. 

He played with authority. He coaches the same way. He was 
an assistant under Raymond (Buddy) Parker at Pittsburgh after 
playing for Parker and the Lions in 1955 and 1956. Gilmer handled 
the Steeler offense under Parker. 

He then was grabbed by Norm Van Brocklin and moved to the 
Vikings when that NFL team was organized in 1961. Gilmer: 
was the defensive coach at Minnesota. 

A tireless worker, he is insistent that his coaches and players 
work at the game in the same intensive style. 

His football philosophy is basic. ‘Football is fun only when 
you win,” he insists. “You win only when you drive yourself as 
hard as you possibly think you can... and then drive yourself 
a little bit harder than you possibly thought you could.” 

As a collegiate All-American, he engineered Alabama into three 
Bowl games: Sugar Bowl in 1945, Rose Bowl in 1946 and Sugar 
Bowl in 1948. The “Tide” lost to Duke, 29-26, in the first one; 
defeated USC, 34-14, in the Rose Bowl and lost to Texas, 27-7, 
in the third classic. Gilmer was voted Most-Valuable Player honors 
in two of the three games. 

He was the top pick of the Washington Redskins in 1948 and 
played for the Skins until he came to Detroit the first time in 
1955. At Washington, he was Sammy Baugh’s roommate. This 
year he brought Baugh back into the NFL to work with Detroit 
quarterbacks and the offensive backfield. 

The Gilmer family includes his wife, Katherine, and four chil- 
dren: Connie, 18, Fran, 17, Dale, 12 and son Drew, 10. Harry’s 
ede Lowes, But even they are secondary. Family, and football, 
come first.

BAUGH BRETTSCHNEIDER 


SAMMY BAUGH 
(QB's and Backfield) 

Sammy brings an impressive list of credentials to his new job 
with the Lions. He is in the books as one of the game’s greatest 
passers and in the NFL Hall of Fame for the same reason. 

Baugh starred 16 seasons with the Washington Redskins and 
completed 1,693 passes for 22,086 yards and a robust percentage 
of 56.7. His coaching background covers 11 continuous seasons 
starting in 1955, two of them as head coach of the New York 
Mcrae the Jets) and one as coach of the Houston Oilers of 
the a 

He was the head coach at Hardin-Simmons (1955-59), at New 
York (1960-61) and at Houston in 1964. Baugh also was an 
assistant coach at Oklahoma State (1962), at Tulsa (1963) and at 
Houston in 1965. 

An All-American at TCU in 1935 and ’86, Sammy will be 
re-united this season with Harry Gilmer, his former NFL roommate 
at Washington. He will work with the Lions from June through 
December. Baugh owns and operates a 6,000 acre ranch near 
Abilene, Texas. 

His family includes his wife and five children. 


CARL BRETISCHNEIDER 
(Defensive Line) 

Carl is no stranger to the Lions defense. He coached the line 
last season after playing a prominent role as a Detroit linebacker 
for half of his eight-year NFL career. 

A collegiate star at Iowa State, he was drafted by San Francisco 
in 1954, played with the Cards from ’56 through ’59, was traded 
to the Lions in 1960 and was a regular until his playing days were 
eut short by injury in 1963. 

Brettschneider joined the Lions staff as a scout in 1964 and 
moved onto the coaching staff last season. A native of Dundee, 
Til., his family includes his wife, Louise, and son. Born Dec, 2, 
1931, Carl coaches on a six-month basis.

(Receivers) 

A former pass-catcher of the Baltimore Colts, John will tutor 
an impressive list of rookie receivers this season and work them 
into the crew of returning veterans.

LOU RYMKUS 
{Offensive Line) 

As an All-Pro tackle and captain of the Cleveland Browns, 
Rymkus was recognized in playing days as one of the finest 
offensive linemen in the game. 

He moves onto the Detroit staff with a solid coaching background 
which includes Coach-of-the-Year honors in 1960 as head coach 
of the Houston Oilers. An All-American at Notre Dame (1942), 
Lou’s coaching credentials are built on line coaching posts at 
Indiana University (1952), at Calgary of the Canadian League 
(1953) and six seasons as a molder of NFL lines—four years with 
the Green Bay Packers (1954-57) and two with the Los Angeles 
Rams (1958-59). 

A Chicago product, Rymkus was drafted by Washington in 1943. 
He went into the Navy the following season and played on the 
undefeated team at Bainbridge Naval Training Station in 1944, 
one of seven teams with perfect records with which he has been 
connected. 

He was a member of Paul Brown’s first pro team at Cleveland 
in 1946 and remained with that powerhouse until he retired as 
a player after the 1951 season.

SCHMIDT 


JOE SCHMIDT 
(Linebackers) 

Recognized as an all-time NFL great, Schmidt embarks on his 
coaching career as one of the most-popular players in Detroit’s 
pro football history. 

In his 13 playing seasons, Joe won every distinction in the game. 
He captained the Lions nine straight times, was named to the 
Pro Bowl team on 10 occasions, was voted to the NFL All-Pro team 
eight times and won Most-Valuable-Player honors in 1955-57-58-61. 

Schmidt, who was 34 last Jan. 18, made four interceptions in 
his swansong season to boost his career total to 24. He was 
Detroit’s 7th draft choice when he came out of Pittsburgh in 1953 
as a college fullback. Shifted to a middle linebacker post as a 
professional, he became identified as a perfectionist at that 
position. 

He now will impart his linebacking skills and knowledge to 
incoming rookies and returning vets. Joe’s family includes his 
ae Marilyn, and four children. He will coach on a six-month 

asis. 


CARL TASEFF 
(Defensive Secondary) 

A product of Ohio, Carl earned Little All-America recognition 
as a star at John Carroll University in Cleveland and was drafted 
by the Browns in 1951. 

He spent the 1952 season in the Armed Forces, was traded to 
Baltimore in 1953 and played with the Colts for the next nine 
years. A roommate of Don Shula’s at college and at Baltimore, 
Taseff wound up his playing career at Buffalo of the AFL in 1962. 

He was an assistant coach of the Boston Patriots in 1964 and 
joined the Lions last season. A running back in college, he was 
primarily a defensive specialist as a pro in addition to handling 
kickoff and punt returns. 

A fiery competitor, he was born in Parma, Ohio, on Sept. 28, 
1928, and is a fulltime member of the Detroit coaching staff.

1966 ROOKIES 


They came into training camp in mid-July from all over the 
country’s broad collegiate front and there were 31 of them. 


Bighteen were drafted by the Lions, The other thirteen were free 
agents. All were anxious to get a shot at a spot on the 40-player 
roster the Lions sent into the 1966 National Football League 
season. 

Coach Harry Gilmer, and the rookies themselves, knew that only 
a few would make the transition from college to pro in one quick 
stride, And while every newcomer was studied by the seven-man 
coaching staff, the moves of a double-handful were given special 
serutiny. 

High on the list of could-make-its were pass-catcher Bill Malin- 
chak, who rewrote the record book at Indiana; guard Doug Van 
Horn, an Ohio State All-American; linebacker Bill Cody of 
Auburn, voted best defensive back in the Southeastern Conference 
last season; Karl Sweetan, former Wake Forest quarterback; Willie 
Walker and John Robinson, pass-catching teammates at Tennessee 
State; Bob Kowalkowski, big offensive lineman out of Virginia and 
one of his teammates, talented John Pincavage. 


Just as highly-regarded were players like Bruce McLenna, who 
starred at Hillsdale College; Frank (Ox) Pennie, a powerful 
lineman from Florida State; Tom Brigham and Bill Maselter from 
Wisconsin; Jack O’Billovich, Oregon State linebacker; and others 
like Sonny Odom of Duke; Ralph Dunlap of Baylor, Bruce Yates 
of Auburn, Bill Sullivan of West Virginia and Bob Baier, a local 
prep product via Simpson College. 


If there is such a thing as a composite Detroit rookie, he can 
be pegged as standing 6-2, weighing 225 pounds and being just a 
shade past his 22nd birthday. 


Such a mythical neweomer is the product of averaging out the 
entire 31-player rookie contingent. Ironically, not one rookie 
actually fills such a billing. 


Malinchak, at 6-1 and 190, came in with strong credentials after 
eatching 115 passes in three brilliant seasons at Indiana. Walker 
and Robinson of Tennessee State combined talent for two years 
to snare 107 passes for 1,925 yards and 21 touchdowns. 


Pincavage, just 5-11 and 180, is a two-way star who caught 90 
passes for 1,051 yards at Virginia to erase the former school 
record held by Sonny Randle, now a professional star. Van Horn 
of Ohio State was handed an accolade by Coach Woody Hayes who 
called him the finest Buckeye lineman since big Jim Parker, now 
of the Baltimore Colts. 

Both Malinchak and Van Horn were picked to play in the 
Goaches All-American game at Atlanta while Kowalkowski, at 6-3 
and 245, was tapped for the annual College All-Star battle at 
Chicago. 

Seven of the new rookies won Most-Valuable honors on their 
college team last season. Six served as team captain. Every one 
of the 31 is confident he can make the grade with the Lions. 


If precedent of the previous year is followed, eight of the 1966 
rookie crop will still be around in December.

SEPT. 19—DETROIT 20, LOS ANGELES O, AT DETROIT (46,941) 


WAYNE WALKER’S 45-yard field goal with three minutes left 
in the first quarter was the only scoring of this opening game 
until midway through the final period. 

In the second quarter, Milt Plum connected with Terry Barr for 
a 46-yard gain which put Detroit on the Ram 17. But an incom- 
plete pass, an eight-yard rushing loss, and two penalties for a 
total of 24 yards left the Lions with another field goal attempt, 
this time from the 47 where Walker missed. 

The Detroit defense stopped the Rams’ every move and the 
deepest penetration by the visitors in the first half was to their 
own 44, 

Late in the third quarter, Joe Schmidt intercepted a pass and 
returned 14 yards to the Ram 48. Four successful plays got the 
Lions to the 26 from where WALKER booted his second -field goal 
of the afternoon. 

Within a five-minute. span midway in the fourth quarter, De- 
troit struck for two touchdowns with Plum engineering both drives. 
The first went 77 yards in four plays, with BARR scoring on a 
34-yard pass. The final score of the warm afternoon (87°) was set 
up by a Bobby Thompson interception. Plum then hit JOE DON 
LOONEY with a pass at the Ram 47, and he dodged several tack- 
lers as he reversed his field and ran all the way for the TD. 

The Lion defense was superb throughout the day, allowing the 
Rams to cross the 50 only three times, with the deepest penetra- 
tion going only to the Lion 43. 

The shutout was Detroit’s first at home since 1960, and the win 
marked the fifth straight year that the Lions had opened the sea- 
son with a victory.

55 yards in 11 carries; Barr: 7 passes for 133 and 1 TD.) 


SEPT. 26—DETROIT 31, AT MINNESOTA 29 (46,826) 


The Vikings hit for a touchdown in the first four minutes when 
Fran Tarkenton passed 19 yards to GORDON SMITH. The Lions 
came right back, going 80 yards in nine plays to tie the score 
when Milt Plum connected with JIM GIBBONS from the 3. 

In the middle of the second quarter, Alex Hawkins returned an 
interception to the Lion 26, from where FRED COX kicked a field 
goal for a 10-7 Minnesota lead. After the two-minute warning, 
Detroit went ahead, 14-10, as AMOS MARSH took Plum’s pass 
at the 15 and outran two defenders for the score. Lions covered 
76 yards in nine plays, with two complete passes (to Looney for 
13 and to Barr for 18), a Pietrosante run good for 11 yards, and 
a pass-interference call against the Vikings featuring the drive. 
A Roger Brown recovery of a Tarkenton fumble at the Minnesota 
one-yard line, after he was hit by Alex Karras at the 12, set up 
the touchdown which gave Detroit a 21-10 half-time advantage. 
PLUM sneaked in for the TD. 
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The third quarter was all Minnesota as the Vikings surged back 
with 12 points to take the lead, 22-21. With a record crowd urging 
them on, the Vikings took the kickoff and marched 80 yards in 11 
plays, with two passes from Tarkenton to Tom Hall highlighting 
the drive. TOM MASON scored the touchdown on a 38-yard run 
to make it 21-17. Minnesota then narrowed the margin to one 
point on a 46-yard field goal by COX. 

When Plum was tackled in the end zone by CARL ELLER for 
a safety, the Vikings went ahead, 22-21. 

The fourth period opened with Minnesota still in command. Start- 
ing from his own 28, Tarkenton called five plays good for 72 yards, 
47 gained on a pass to Mason, DAVE OSBORN’S three-yard 
touchdown made it 29-21, Minnesota, with nine minutes left. 

On the next series of plays, Detroit had to settle for a field goal 
from the 35 and thus faced a 29-24 deficit with six minutes to play. 

The Vikings used up five minutes before they had to punt, De- 
troit getting the ball on their own 25. With time running out, Plum 
completed three passes (to Pat Studstill for 15, to Gibbons for 7, 
and to Barr for 5) to move to the Minnesota 48. From there, with 
only 22 seconds remaining, he threw the “bomb” which MARSH 
caught in the end zone for the winning touchdown. 

The victory was Detroit’s second straight and the defeat was 
Minnesota’s second in a row.

OCT. 3—DETROIT 14, WASHINGTON 10, AT DETROIT (52,627) 


For the first time since 1956, the Lions faced the Redskins in 
a regular season game. The opening period was scoreless and 
was featured by three interceptions (two by Washington) and a 
Redskin field goal attempt which was blocked by Bruce Maher. 

Interceptions highlighted the second quarter also, as the Red- 
skins lost the ball on Lion thefts all five times they had it in the 
15 minutes. 

The only score of the first half came on an interception by 
WAYNE RASMUSSEN who stole a Sonny Jurgensen pass at 
midfield and raced 50 yards for the touchdown, the first in his 
Lion career. 

There were nine interceptions in the first half, six by Detroit 
(two by Rasmussen, and one each by Walker, Thompson, Ernie 
Clark, and Dick LeBeau). 

Early in the third quarter, Darris McCord recovered a Wash- 
ington fumble on the Redskin 8 and returned it to the 4, From 
there, LOONEY went in to give Detroit a 14-0 lead. The ‘Skins 
were stopped cold all period as they were driven back by Studstill’s 
wind-aided punts of 61, 56 and 69 yards. Washington finally scored 
in the middle of the last quarter when JIM SHORTER picked up 
a fumble by Looney at the Redskin 46 and ran 54 yards for the 
touchdown. 

The 10th interception of the game (one short of the league record 
for two teams), by Washington’s Jim Steffen, set up the Redskins’ 
final score of the day, a 34-yard field goal by FRED JENCKS. The 
score was then 14-10, Lions, and Detroit ate up all but 14 seconds 


before it was forced to punt. The game ended with the ball on 
the Washington 28. 

It was Detroit’s third straight win, marking the Lions’ best 
start since 1962.

OCT. 10—DETROIT 7, AT BALTIMORE 31 (60,238) 


Johnny Unitas engineered Baltimore touchdowns the first two 
times the Colts had the ball. The first drive opened at their own 
45. Two passes to Jimmy Orr, two rushes by Lenny Moore and 
one by Jerry Hill moved the ball to the Lion 17 from where Unitas 
hit ORR in the end zone with less than five minutes played. The 
next time, Baltimore started at its 21. Two more passes to Orr 
and a 21-yard dash by Moore reached the Lion 32 from where 
Unitas again hit ORR in the end zone to put the Colts in front, 
14-0, with 10% minutes gone. 

Unitas completed all six of his passes in the opening period, all 
to Orr, 

In the second quarter, Baltimore wasted no time as the Colts 
again scored the first two times they had the ball. First, Wendell 
Harris’ interception set up a touchdown which made it 21-0. This 
time it was a 53-yard drive in eight days with HILL going in from 
the 6. The score mounted to 28-0 midway in the period when Unitas 
threw a 35-yard scoring pass to JOHN MACKEY after three run- 
ning plays had advanced the ball from the 47. 

Another interception by Harris, this time at the Colt 43 and 
returned to the Lion 22, was turned into a 35-yard field goal by 
Lou Michaels, which gave the Colts a 31-0 margin at the half. 
Unitas completed ten out of 13 for 187 yards and three TDs in 
the first half. 

In the third quarter, Rasmussen intercepted a Unitas pass at 
the Detroit 30, but the ball returned to the Colts six plays later 
when Bob Boyd intercepted at the Colt 13. 

A Baltimore punt that traveled only 11 yards gave Detroit pos- 
session at the Colt 31. With five minutes left, four successful 
plays, climaxed by an eight-yard run by LOONEY, put the Lions 
on the scoreboard for the first time. 

Detroit had to punt twice and Baltimore once early in the final 
quarter. The Colts then started a drive from their own 18 and, 
in four plays, moved to the Lion 3, with Unitas hitting Mackey 
for a 35-yard gain and Orr for 38. At the Lion goal-line, Tony 
Lorick fumbled and LeBeau recovered and ran for 24 yards. 

On the following series, Plum injured his ankle and was later 
replaced by George Izo for the last two minutes. The Colts had 
ball at the final gun after Al Haymond intercepted a pass from 

ZO.

Chicago made the score 24-3 at the half on the next series of 
plays.

Two punts, an interception (by Chicago), a fumble (by Detroit 
at the Bear 47), and a missed field goal (by Chicago) featured the 
first 14 minutes of the third period.

Bobby Smith of the Rams took Wayne Walker’s opening kickoff 
in the end zone, fumbled when hit by Walker, and Ernie Clark re- 
covered on the LA 16. George Izo’s first call sent JOE DON 
LOONEY around end for 16 yards and a touchdown with only 43 
seconds played. Following a Ram punt, Detroit got the ball on the 
Lion 39 and Izo fired a long pass to TERRY BARR, good for a 61- 
yard score, and a 14-0 Lion lead with less than three minutes gone. 
Unsuccessful field goal attempts by each team ended the first 
quarter in which the Lions recovered two of the three Ram fumbles. 

Detroit contained Los Angeles throughout the second period and 
in the last minute Joe Schmidt ended the only Ram threat with 
an interception on the Lion 5. 

A fumble by Looney early in the third quarter gave the Rams 
the ball, but they couldn’t move and were forced to punt. The 
Lions couldn’t move either and a Pat Studstill punt was taken by 
Smith who fumbled and Detroit’s Larry Hand recovered on the 

LA 41. The Rams were called for pass interference on their own 

12 on a play in which Barr’s knee was severely injured. Two runs 
by LOONEY gave the Lions another touchdown and a 21-0 lead. 
The Rams came right back to score on a drive which covered 77 
yards in five plays. A 47-yard pass from Bill Munson to MARLIN 
McKEEVER put LA on the scoreboard. 

Dick LeBeau’s second interception of the game opened the final 
period and Detroit had possession on the Ram 44. Studstill took 
a Milt Plum pass 43 yards to the one from where PLUM went 
over for the TD and a 28-7 margin. On the next series of plays, 
a Los Angeles drive was ended when “Night Train” Lane recovered 
a fumble on the Lion 3. Detroit got to the 25 before kicking, but 
the punt was fumbled and John Henderson recovered on the LA 33. 
Three plays later, WALKER kicked a 34-yard field goal for the 
game's final score. The ball changed hands once more before the 
gun sounded when the Lions picked up another Ram fumble for 
their sixth recovery of the game, tying their own NFL record.

Tom Moore fumbled the opening kickoff and Tommy Watkins 
recovered on the Packer 22. George Izo, making his second straight 
start, fumbled on the third play and Green Bay recovered. Then 
followed a Packer punt, a Green Bay interception, a Jim Taylor 
fumble and a Detroit recovery, a Pat Studstill punt and another 
Packer punt which ended the first quarter with no scoring and 
the ball changing hands seven times. 

At the start of the second quarter, neither team could move 
and Studstill punted twice and Don Chandler once. Midway in the 
period, Green Bay started a drive at its 20 which resulted in the 
game’s first score. The Packers went 80 yards in 11 plays with 
the big ones being a 24-yard run by Taylor, a 28-yard pass from 
Bart Starr to Carroll Dale, and a 18-yard completion to Boyd 
Dowler. TAYLOR carried over from the one to give Green Bay 
a 7-0 lead with three minutes left in the half. 

The Lions tied the game almost immediately after Watkins re- 
turned the kickoff to the Packer 35, a run of 68 yards. Six plays 
later, JOE DON LOONEY plunged in for the touchdown. The big 
play in the series was a 27-yard pass from Izo to Studstill. Looney 
was injured on the touchdown when he was clothes-lined by Herb 
Adderley. 

In the third quarter, Studstill and Chandler each punted twice 
and Izo had another pass intercepted, but there was no scoring. 

The story was the same at the start of the final period as there 
were three punts—two by Chandler—and an Izo interception. With 
seven minutes left, it was Green Bay’s ball on its own 10. Paul 
Hornung’s pass was intercepted by Bruce Maher at the 21. Three 
running plays got Detroit to the 6, but two incomplete passes 
by Milt Plum left the Lions with a field goal attempt from the 
13. WAYNE WALKER made it to give Detroit the lead, 10-7, 
with four minutes remaining. The Lions completed the scoring 
on the first play after the kickoff when ROGER BROWN tackled 
Starr in the end zone for a safety. It was Brown’s third career 
safety and the lith time in the game that Starr was dropped for 
a loss by the Detroit defense. He lost 109 yards and the Green Bay 
passing netted a minus 2 yards for the day.

A 31-yard field goal by the 49ers’ TOMMY DAVIS with five 
minutes played opened the scoring. Then, on the first play after 
the kickoff, Tommy Watkins dropped George Izo’s handoff and 
DAVE WILCOX picked up the ball and carried it eight yards for 
a San Francisco touchdown and a 10-0 lead which stood up through- 
out the rest of the first period. 

In the second quarter, the 49ers controlled the ball for nine of 
the first ten minutes, and they eventually kicked a 12-yard field 
goal for a 18-0 margin. Milt Plum replaced Izo for the next series 
of plays, but Detroit couldn’t move and Pat Studstill punted to the 


SF 36 with a minute and a half to play. SF quarterback John 
Brodie engineered a drive of seven plays which resulted in the 
49ers’ second touchdown and a 20-0 half-time advantage. This 
tally was a seven-yard pass to DAVE PARKS. 

The Lions started marching in the third quarter after Tommy 
Vaughn returned the kickoff 40 yards to the Lion 36. Five plays, 
including two Plum passes to Ron Kramer for 17 and 11 yards, 
and an interference call against SF, advanced the ball to the 49er 
5 from where AMOS MARSH scored for the only points of the 
third period. 

Two fourth-quarter plays and the Lions scored again, this time 
on a 22-yard pass from Plum to STUDSTILL, to make it 20-14.

Six successful running plays 
moved Detroit to the SF 9. Plum then attempted to pass, but he 
fumbled when hit, and the 49ers’ CLARK MILLER recovered the 
ball at the 25 and rumbled to a 75-yard TD which gave the visitors 
a 27-14 lead. 

After an exchange of punts, Detroit got possession at the SF 48. 
Six plays later, NICK PIETROSANTE went over for a one-yard 
score to make it 27-21 with five minutes remaining. A Dick LeBeau 
interception, his second of the game, gave the Lions the ball at the 
SF 31 with just over two minutes left. At the two-minute warning, 
Detroit had a first down on the 17. After Marsh ran for four yards 
and a pass to Pietrosante lost three, Plum tried two more passes, 
one to Studstill and the other to Gail Cogdill, but both were in- 
complete, and the 49ers took over and ran out the clock.

The Lions tied the game at 10-10 at the half when WAYNE

To open the third quarter, Gale Sayers took the kickoff to his 
own 23. Then he picked up ten more before Andy Livingston 
raced for 25 to the Lion 42.

Detroit had the ball 
again at the end of the first quarter following Dick LeBeau’s in- 
terception. 

Plum marched the team 66 yards in 11 plays with AMOS 
MARSH finally going over to put the Lions ahead, 14-7. On the 
next series, LOU MICHAELS kicked a field goal from the 42 to 
make it 14-10.

This time a 
drive of 12 plays covered the 51 yards and gave Detroit a 14-0 
lead with two minutes remaining in the opening quarter. Plum 
completed four passes in the series, two to Tom Nowatzke and one 
each to Gibbons and John Henderson. Of the five successful run- 
ning plays, the last was a one-yard plunge by NOWATZKE for 
the TD. An interception by Bruce Maher gave the Lions posses- 
sion in Eagle territory at the end of the first period. 

Five rushes advanced it to the 1, but the Eagles held and the 
ball went over to Philadelphia. On the second play following an 
Eagle punt, Plum fumbled and Dave Lloyd recovered for the Eagles 
on the Lion 39. Four plays later, Philadelphia scored to make it 
14-7 as OLLIE MATSON took a pass from Norm Snead and 
went nine yards for the TD. Bobby Felts returned the kickoff 35 
yards and three plays got the Lions to the Eagle 46. Plum then 
completed two passes, one to Ron Kramer for 15 yards and the 
other to HENDERSON for 31 yards, a touchdown, and a 21-7 
lead. With time running out in the half, Snead directed the Eagles 
to a TD on a 63-yard march in nine plays. TIM BROWN scored 
on a two-yard run and the half-time score was 21-14, Detroit. 

Early in the third quarter, an interception by Dick LeBeau, his 
seventh of the season, was run back 30 yards for a tally which 
put Detroit ahead, 28-14. Midway in the period, a punt by Pat 
Studstill was received by BOB SHANN and returned 63 yards for 
a touchdown. On the next series of downs, Lloyd intercepted a 
Plum pass and got to the Lion 11. On the second call, Snead passed 


to RON GOODWIN for a nine-yard TD and a tie score, 28-28, as 
the quarter ended. 

After a Philadelphia punt early in the final quarter, Detroit 
controlled the play for five minutes. Plum directed a march which 
covered 63 yards in nine plays, each of them gaining three or more 
yards. This resulted in Detroit’s scoring the winning touchdown 
when Plum connected with NOWATZKE from the Eagle 22. The 
remainder of the period consisted of a Philadelphia fumble, an in- 
terception by Wayne Walker, two punts, and two missed field goals 
by Walker.
